HARMONIZING THE MOUNT AND COSTUME

Growing Crnre In Colors<A  Novel
Snddle Seheme=New York's Great
Heyele Path—=Hnppenings in

Loeal Clreles,

With the close of the Omaha exhibit the
rommd of oyele shows s complete, Chlcago
coened the ball, then came New York, San
Francisco, Denver and Omaha, Al essentlal
preliminaries for the searon's trade and spoyt
anl pleasure are done. The =teeds in all
slzen, shapes, colors and conditions have
passed In review before admiring moltitudes,
Nothing fiow remains but the passing of n
few weeks before the word “Go’ s gmiven,
and away will whirl such a throng of wheols
as Omaha never dreamed of,

That the bleyele will be the overshadowling
fad In the midwest next summer i beyond
deubt.  The number of last season Is likely
to bo doubled, for the demand for wheals at
this early date )s something startling and
nost agreeable to tha dealers. The number
of the latter has also Increased, so that the
sonrcher for “the best in the market’” hax an
almost endless variely to plek from.

All this must have a marked Influence in
the “good roads” movement so auspicinualy
begun, and It fs not too much to expact that
the rocky roads and harrowing humps in
Omalin and vicinity will disappear before the
BEABON WANRR

COLORED WHEELS,

The newest thing in bleyele fashions is to
have the coloring of the “wheel” to harmon-
Ize, or even mateh, with the costume worn
by the bleyvelliste. Quite a rage for colored
machines seems to have set in, east and
wast, and duark blue, red, pale blue, yellow,
cream color, white, brown and even pink
ones may be observad on the roads and In
the shops. A1l the light painted ones, excapt
white, strike one as exceedingly nhmml One
strlklngly handsome woman was notleed In
New York recontly dreseed In a very smartly
made gown of rough white serge. The skirt
fell admirably over the wheel and the bodlee
had short, full basques that took away
slightly from the effect of breadth in the
back. The front opened slightly over a neat
walsteont of =mooth white cloth, fastenod
with small gilt buttons, and the throat was
encireled by a narrow band of ermine. A
smart toque, a'so of ermine, was (rimmed
only with a tall black algrette, and white
doeskin gloves and black patent shoes with
white gaiters were wotn. The wheel on
which thls dainty costume was mounted was
also white, with fine blnck lines, and the fit-
tings all of dazzling nickel. The eaddle was
white leather, ns also was the little pocket
slung at the back,

Another pretty costume was of hlue granite
cloth, with Eton cont faced with white. The
skirt, which fitted perfectly over the hipa
!lum: very gracefully and quite evenly on
cither side of the bicyele, which In this in-
stance was painted dark blue. A white feit
hat, trimmed with wlite winge wny worn
with this costume. A coal and skirt of dull
terra cotta cloth, with velvet collar, looked
well, Two sisters, who were speclally con-
spicuous, wore coats and skirls of searlet
and searlet Tam o' Shanters. A bLright green
coat and skirt was effective, also a Norfolk
conl In dark green velvet, green skirt and
hat.

Coats faced with white look very smart,
and are much worn In New Yorl, A gray
costume, with ecarlet tle and scarlot Tam
0' Shanter hat, was nlce, as was also n
brown tweed, Norfolk jacket and skirt, An-
other pretty costume was of petunia eloth
the coat having white facings, with which
swas worn a4 black velvet toque with white
ouprey. 1

LATEST IDEA IN BICYCLE SADDLRES,

The bleyele saddle, as at present made,
has been fitly dubbed ‘‘the rider's curse,”
and the recent determined effort on the
part of the manufactureras to construct a
saddle that will not Injure the rider ap-
pears to have borne little fruit. In one
direction, however, there seems reason 1o
hope that a solution of this vexed question
Is nt hand. Apparently the most sensible
move yet made iy this direction ls the plan
of taking a mold from the individual rider
saeking a true seat, and building a saddle
to conform to the same, as certain ehoe-
makess construct thoes from a cast of the
foot, In doing this the rider's own wheel
is placed In a fixed stand and friction Is
applled to the rear wheel, so that he can
assume the positlon he actually has when
riding. Instead of a saddle there Is placed
on the seat poat o fAat pleee of  wood
rimmed at the back with leather, and on
this board (s lald modeling clay to a depth
of about three-quarters of an Inch, A
plece of Lhin fabric is put over the clay to
protect the clothing, and the rider is re-
quired to sit in his patural pose and pedal
from five to fifteen minutes. Prom the
impression made on the clay o plaster cast
13 made, and from this (s formed a mold,
in which an aluminum plgte in cast. Thoe
nluminum plate io the basis of the saddle—
In fact, In the saddle alter belng esvered
with eeal leather or pigskin, and having a
atrip of ovel form removed from the center,
A numb#r of the prominent riders In some
leading New York bleyele clubs are using
anddles constructed after this fashion. These
suldles, naturally, cost double what I8 pald
for the ordipary saddles, but the galn In
eomfert and health is sald to he remarkahle.
When this saddle has been pgeperally Inteo-
dupoad it s said to be the intention of the
Inventor to have placed on the market a
regdy-made farm that has been cast from
composite molds, each made from the Im-
prezsions [fom a seore of riders,

SPRUNG FRAMBES,

After rlding over rough roads or hoving
had his machine recelve a very heavy shock.
f a wheelman finds that his whesl runs hard
without any apparent cause, the very obvious
cause is that the frame Is not true.

A NEW BICYCLE PATH,

One of the mrandest cycle pathe In
cotintey has beon warted in New York

When the commissloner of street Improve
ments designed the grand concoutse 1o ex-
tend from the hew Macomb's dam  bridge
to Van Cortlandt park, at Its Junetion with
the Mosholu parkway, cyveling wias not as
popular as It has slnce become, and pro-
vislon was made In the plans for only the
driveways and promepades, A change was
made In the design and two bleycle paths,
oach twelve feet wide, have been added to
the plan, the paths belng placed between
the drive and promenade on either xide of
the concourse, and thus assuring the riders
going north or south a dircot pathway with-
out the danger of meeting others coming
In an opposite direction,

The longth of the concourse will be four
and o half to five miles, and It will extond
along the ridge between the Millbrook valley
on the oast and Cromwell’'s Creek wvalley
on the west, Along nearly its whole enurse
the rider will have a view of the Harlem
river on the one slde and Long Ieland sound
on the other, Al maln thoroughfares cross-
Ing the concourse will pass under it by
means of transverse roads, as In Central
park, thus precluding Interference from other
vehleles. The path will be practieally level,
there being only In two places a grade, not
greater than two and a half feet to the
hundred.

The approach to the concourss from the
vinduet will be handsomely lald out,

When the concourse |8 comploted the cyclis
can ride through Central park, up Seventh
avenue to the new Macomb's dam bridge,
acroas to the concourse, then up to Van
Cortlandt park; thence through the Mosholu
parkway to Bronx park, and across the pro-
posad Pelham parkway Lo Pelhnm Bay park.

It Is proposed to bulld the concourse in
soctions, and the commissioners who wore
appointed to condemn the land for the first
section of one and a half miles have about
practically completed their work, and it is
expected that thelr report can be confirmed
without walling for the condemnation pro-
ceadings regarding the other portions of the
thoroughfare,

CHECKMATING THE BICYCLE THIEF.

It 1o suggested for the Dbenefit of the de-
tective bureaus that are now being formed
in many citles for the protection of b'eycles
from theft that the number should be put
in a8 more conepicuous place than at pres:nt,
and befors the fAret and after the last figure
4 mark having an official stencll should be
placed, Fopr Instance, il a wheel were numn-
bered 625,001, and the maker's mark were a
star, placed before and after the number, a
thief, desiring to change the Identification,
muit efface the stara as well as the fgures
Ths metal, after filing, would pot stand the
replacing of the siars. The uss of such n
system would also’ prevent the additlon of
figures, a common practice now. If the num-
ber of the bleyele were placed in plain view
an altered number would be speedily de-
tected, and the buyer could offer no excune
for purchasing stolepn property. A simplo
and effective method of private ldentificeation
ia to turn the wheel upside down, remove a
portion of the enamel, say one-hall by one
inch, from any part of the frame, cleaning
untll the metal Ip entirely free from the
enanmel, Then covar the space with candle
grears and wet the point of some sharp In-
sirument  with carbolle acld. Write your
Initials or private mark on the tubing, and
after allowing the acld to leave jts trace, rub
cft tho greame, and with one application of
enamel cover oll trace of your work. Thie
gives dndisputeble proof of ownership.

RUBBER BALL TIRE.

Ball bearings on bicyclea are to be followed
by ball tires, If the plan now being tried by
an inventor Is succesaful, The Idea is the
Iatest In development of the many lmprove-
ments that have been suggested on  the
pnecumatic tire. Some years ago an English-
man brought out a tre which had the In-
terior filled with hollow rubber halls, bul
the plan did not work well. The new plan
is to place the balla outside the rim, o0 that
they will take the place of tubing.

The new tire i» an arrangement of inde-
pendently  detachable hollow  rubber balls,
held in position by a channelled sluminlum
rim. The balls when Inflated will stand a
prespire of twenty-five pounds to the squure
The outer surfice touches the grountd,
and as the wheels revolve three of the balls
nre alwayy In contact with the surface and
bear the welght of the rider,

“Tho grest advantage of the ball tire,"
sald the Inventor to a representative of the
Now York Sun, I8 that if cne o punctured
the buoyaney of the others will prevent the
tire eollzpaing, One-third of the balls might
ba punectured without causing a blcycl st to
end the trip, for the tire would still be buoy-
ane enough to support his welght. When
necessary a4 used-up ball may be taken out
and a new one inmsted with but a few min-
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thoe

utes' loaos of time."

There are repalr kits made so small that
they may be carrled in the vest pocket, and
thesp contaln all the necesmry applisnces
for making a tire as good as new, By
simply following the directions, which are
very brief and simple, any novice can cepalr
a single tube tire and fe2l more satiafactien
than lllougll he hod taken It to an expert
repalrmaen” and pald for having It done.
